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1. The references cited in the in the Information Disclosure Statement filed on July 19, 
2004, have been considered. Additionally, the references listed in the Intemational Search 
Report of corresponding application PCT/JP03/00355 have been considered. It is noted that all 
documents were designated as category "A" (documents defining the general state of the art 
which are not considered to be of particular relevance). 

2. The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The Tomaszewski patent (4,477,318) is directed to a process and electrolyte for 
electroplating a chromium deposit from a trivalent chromium electrolyte. The electrolyte may 
contain a reducing agent comprising a metal which may be rhenium. The Hafeli et al patent 
(6,077,413) is directed to the production of a radioactive stent. In one embodiment, a rhenium 
radioisotope is electroplated onto a metal surface in a layer that fiirther comprises a carrier metal. 
Suitable carrier metals include cobalt, nickel, chromium, manganese, iron and gold (column 4, 
lines 1-23). In example 1, a radioactive layer was electroplated onto a wire from a bath 
containing 0.44M cobalt and 1 mM radioactive Re in the form of perrhenate. The Lowenheim 
text "Electroplating" provides backgroimd information on chromium electroplating, and 
discusses differences in plating from baths containing trivalent and hexavalent chromium ions 
(pages 230-233). Lowenheim also provides background information on alloy plating (pages 
363-373). 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
shows that it is known to form an electrodeposit from an electrolyte containing chromium and 
rhenium. However, the prior art does not suggest a process in which a bath with perrhenate ions 
in the concentration recited and chromium (VI) ions in the concentration recited along with the 
recited conditions of pH and temperature is utilized.
